AUumj Sulphur, Niter* Orpimeqf, lifed agamll: Epilcpfics 
bad Spleens 3 and the Wormes 5 the other is Ice-cold, turbid 
and whitifhj .much ftronger in taftj and heavier than the for" 
i?cr, holding much OrpjfDCXMf, Salt, Iron, Niter, andfome 
Sal- Armoniack,, Alhicp and Vitriol ; Ofthis all Birds, ob- 
fcrved to drink of it , doe dye 5 whichi have alfo privately 
experimented by taking fome of it home , and giving it to 
Hens^after I had givtert them Qates, Early and Bread-crums: 
For , fgon after thqy Had druEtk ofit , they became giddy 
reeled, and tRmbled upon their backs., with convulfion-fitts, 
and fa. dyed vAt\i a grieat cxtention of their leggs. Giving 
them comcnon- fait immediatly after they had drunk , they 
dyed not fo foofi ; giving them vincger,they dyed not at all, 
but fevcn; or eight days after were troubled with the ?//);>. 
Thofe that dyed, bcingopcn'd, their Lungs v^ere found quite 
fori veiled together- Yet fome men, that arc troubled 
with Worms j taking, a litle q^uaatity ofit , and diluting it 
in common water , have been obferved by this means to kill 
the Worms in- their bellies, fo that a great nurnber of 
worms come "from them 5 whereupon though they are ffck, 
yet they dye not. As to.the third ftream, that lyes lower 
than the other two 5 about 2o paces diftant from them, it h 
ofagreenifh colour,, very clear, andofafowre fwpet taft, 
pi cafing enough. It hath about a middle weight bervveen 
the other two ; whence wee guef*, thai it is mixed of them 
both , meeting there together ; to confirm whieh, we bare 
mixed equal quantities , of thofe two, with an addition of a 
litle common well-water, and have jEbund thatrhcy, being 
ftirred together and permitted tofetle , made juft a water 
cf the fame colour and taft of this' third ftream.

At Srf/^/ the Spring, running in the Gerhergajfe (or Tatx' 
tsers-Jirect ) iiom^t. leettard't Hill, isof a Blcwifli colour j 
and fomewhattroubledjholding Goppsr, Bitumen, and An- 
timony > about 3partsof thefirft, oneofthefecond, and 
two of the laft, as has been examined by skilful Pcrfoni,' 
Our Tanners do water their Skins in itj and being a well' 
tailed and wholfome Water, it is both much drunk, and u- 
fed to Bath in. It mingles with another Spring- water, call'd 
the Bjrftck^f and with it , between the Sdt-tower and the 
Rftifte-gdte runs into the il/«»f. 

In the fame Town Cwhich abounds with Spring. waters) 
there are two, among the reft, called Bundul^b^i-rpeUj and 
Bmtt Zum Bnmmn^ that are more obfervable then the other 5 
the former of them having a Ca/^iphorj and drying Qaality, 
and ufedagainfl: Hydropical Diftempers 5 the latter contain- 
ing fome Sulphur, Saltpeter and Gold, and being an csrccl- 
lent Water to drink, much ufed in the principal Tavern of 
the City, where the chief of the Town do refort, and near 
which it runs. 

In AlfatU m the Valiey, called Lchirihal^ near (jecthacb 
(an ancient Mine»work) there runs out of a Cavern a foul, 
fattifc, oily Liquor, which, though the Country- men of 
that place employ to the vile ufe of greafing their Wheels; 
iafteadof ordinary Wheel 'greafe 5 yet doth it afford anex- 
cellent Balfbm, by taking a quantity of it, and putting it in 
an Earthen Pot well luted, that no fteam may exhale ; and 
then vfith a gentle Fire ar fir/i, but a ftronger afterward*?, 
boyling it for three Hours together j in which fpace it will 
boyl in a fourtji part, and an Earchea Matter, like Pitch, will 
fettle it felf at the bottoni: but on the top thereof, whea 
cold, there will fwim a fatt^ Subilance, like Lyne-Oyl, 
limped and fomewhat yellowifh, which is to be decanted 
from the thick Sediment, and then gently diftilled in an A- 
lembick in Arena *, by which means, there will come over 
two differing Liquors, one Phlegmatick, the other Oily,

ii?h)ch latter Cwimmhg on the Phlcgoi^ is to be fevered from 
it. The Phlegm is ufed as an excelleDt Refiftcr and Curcr 
of a!I the PutreFasTnons of the Lungs and Liver, and it heals 
all foul Woundjand Ulcers. The Oily partj being diluted 
wiih double its quantity of diftilled Vinegcr, aad brought 
three times over the Helm, yields a rare Balfom. agaiaft all 
iowArd and outward Corruptions, ftinking Ulcers, heredi-^ 
tary Scurfs and Scabs : Tis aifo much ufcd againft Apople- 
xies, Paliies, ConfuiTiptions, Oiddinencs, and Head-aches* 
Inwardly they take it with Succory- water againft all cor- 
ruptions of the Lungs, It is &k\nd of Pefrolmfftt and con* 
tains no other Mineral Juice, but that oisulphhr-i which fcems 
to be thus diftilled by Uatnrc under ground 3 the diftillation 
of anOyI out of Sulphur by Artj being not foeafie to per- 
form. 

Of the rkhefl SalcSprings ift Germany. 

An Account having been dcfired of thofc two chief Salt- 
Springs in Ccrminy, at Hall and LnncnhHrg, it wras lately 
tranfmitted thus ; 

The SaU, Springs at Hallin Saxony are four, called (jHtio-' 
itr^ the Dutch' springs (he McttrttZi and the Huckel- dorn % 
whereof the three firft hold nci'r the fame proportion of Saltj 
the laft holds lefs, but yields the purcft Salt. The three firft 
hold about feven parts of Salt, three of Marcafitj, and four- 
teen of Water; They are, befides their Oeconomicalufe,^ 
employed Medicinally to Bath in) and to draw a Spiritout of 
it, exhibited with good fuccefs againft Venom, and the pa- 
trtfaftionof theLungs, Liver,Reins, and the Spleen. 

The Salt Water at LHtHtihurgh, being moregreenini then 
white, and not very tranfparent, is about the fame nature 
and hold with that of Hall. It hath a mixture.of Lc»d with 
ir,whence alfo it will not befod in Leaden Pansjand if it held 
npleadatall, it wouldnotbc fo good, that Mettd being 
judged to purr tfie the Water : whence alfo the Salt of L»-
